Many times dnrlng the past tew 
years has this phrase been whispered 
about the campus, many times eSorts 
have been made to rerlTe George 
Washington UnlTeralty’s long lost 
comic magaiine, but they have all 
come to naught. On one or more oc- 
caalona copies of the Bnal Issues were 
dug up from flies and placed on sale 
qn the campus by enterprising stu- 
dents, and a nu^iber were given the 
impression that the old ghoul was 
actually revivifled. But it was only 
the ghost of "The Ghost" that they 
took for the real thing. 

The George Washington University 
Press club, an organisation of male 
Journalists' on a professional basis, 
has been granted permission by the 
Faculty Committee on Student Publi- 
cations to revive George Washington 
University's famous huqiorous mag- 
asine which achieved such nation- 
wide publicity In 1921 when a num- 
ber was suppressed by -the Adminis- 
tration. 

Faculty Supervision 

The Club is to have full charge of 
the magaslne for one year, under fac- 
ulty supervlaion, at the expiration of 
which time the faculty has reserved 
the right to take the publication over 
under student activities If It sees lit. 

The Press Club has been organised 
(or more than a year. The present 
oSlcers are Fredertch Youngman, 
president^ Howard M. Baggett, vice- 
president; Millard F. Ottman, secre- 
tary; Raymond H. Reed, treasurer, 
and Campbell Starr, business mana- 
ger In charge of the Ghost. Other 
members are Joe D. Walstrom, Ro- 
land Lyon, Milton Dennis, Dan Mc- 
Orew, Cleon Flerstone, Robert C. 
Albright. Henry H. James, Elbert 
Huber, George N. Gardner and Julian 
Turner. 

It Is planned to put the flrdt copy 
of the magaslne out during the 
month of October. The comic will 
be published Jas a bi-monthly at first, 
and If'circulation and advertising jus- 
tlfles It will be made a monthly. The 
members of the staff, of which Fred 
Youngman is editor-in-cblef. have al- 
ready begun work oh the publication.

Inveiligatlon brought to light the

He will speak 
to the graduates at Petersburg, Vir- 
ginia, on June 11, and from there 
will go to Northwestern Military 
Academy at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 
where on June 14 he will deliver an 
address. The last of his addresses 
will be given on June 16 at Polytech- 
nical Institute at Brooklyn, New 
York. President Lewis Intends to di- 
vide the rest of bis time between 
Washington and Colebrook, Connec- 
ticut. 

On July 5 Dean Reudiger will go to 
Cornell where he will teach Educa- 
tion. 

Dr. Hill Goes Abroad 

Professor Hill has been chosen as 
one of several international law pro- 
fessors in the United States to tour 
Europe this summer in the interest 
of international peace. They are be- 
ing sent by the administrators of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace. 

“The Diplomatic History of the 
United States" Is the name of the new 
book which Professor Bemis expects 
to start working on this summer. He 
is general editor 4}t the set of hooka 
on “American Secretaries of State 
and their Diplomacy" which is soon 
to be published. The biographies of 
Jefferson and Jay in this work are 
the personal work of Professor Be- 
mis.

The football eeason, which closed 
on Thanksgiving Day, may well be 
considered as the . most successful In 
the annals of the University. Seldom 
has George Washington been repre- 
sented by a team of such power and 
drive, and Coach Crum Is to be con- 
gratulated upon the .success of hls 
eleven. With but two teteraoe of last
